CONFOUNDING THE EXPERTS 


‘Tuesday's election in the United 
States is probably the most surprising 
feature in long years of American poli- 
tics. Even his own supporters seemed 
to give Harry Truman only a limited 
chance to make the presidency again, 
and aecording to all reports issued, ver- 
bally on the air, or written in news- 
papers or magazines, all of the expert 
opinion guessers were strongly backing 
Gov, Dewey. 

Just as surprising was the way in 
which the Democrats pulled ahead of 
the Republican favourites for the seats 
in the Congress and the House of Rep- 
resentatives, General opinion was that 
the Democrats had been around too 
long, and there would bea decided 
swing to the Republican platform; re- 
sults, of course, were exactly the other 
way around, 

Just what all this proves is hard to 
say. Surprisingly in a way — for Tru- 
inal has hardly shone as a supporter of 
the unious labour swing its vote in 
his favour, Mass public opinion polls 
seem to show up ina very poor light. 
And professional bookmakers, with big 
money at stake, proved they couldi't 
ewuess either, 

Apparently the American electors 
feel that Truman is best likely to give 
them a fair deal... that he is still as 
foursguare as he was painted, and that 
their best chanee les with the Demo 
cratic party as a whole. 


REVISING TOWN FINANCE 


Town financing will again be under 
discussion by the Council in a couple of 
mouths, and we think it is not too early 
to start thinking about features of it, 
especially in view of the consideration 
which was given last vear to the imple- 
menting of a business tax. Whether or 
not Council would have instituted the 
matter last vear is open to question, 
but it was discussed until it was discov- 
ered that two months notice had to be 
given, 

Most ratepayers will agree that the 
price of taxes in Strathmore warrants 
every possible consideration being giv- 
en to the matter. And the only time such 


consideration is worth anything is be- 


fore the matter is enacted. Comment 
afterward, grumbling in particular, is 
just so much wasted effort, 

Editovrially we have supported the 
business tax before this as a sound prin- 
ciple, And we will continue to support 
it. We hope that the finance connnittec 
will study the matter pretty carefully 
before the next tax levy is set. 

But we think we will have consider 
able support in suggesting that they 
consider, too, a business license in town. 
‘The business tax has no relationship to 
alicense, and cannot in any way be used 
to regulate business. But a business li- 
cense can,

We quite realize that the Town is not 
permitted to charge a high license fee 
merely for the sake of revenue, but it 
does seem only fair to treat all in like 
manner, The practise has already been 
extended to some firms travelling 
through in fairness even to them, 
others should also be required to pay. 

It’s a good idea in principle. we feel, 
and we think that local “businessmen 
would agree that both matters might 
well be thought over for some time pre- 
vious to budget time.
